To The Citizens of Lempster 


2005 began with new people in key positions of town 
government. Much training has taken place and the learning is 
continuing for all of us. With new people come fresh ideas and 
enthusiasm. This has been a very challenging year for your 
Selectboard and all Town Officials. 

In the first quarter of the year, the State Department of 
Revenue Administration began a review of our business 
practices and record keeping. Every town must go through 
this because of recent legislative changes in the way 
education is funded. This has been very time consuming for 
our Administrative Assistant and unfortunately, will continue 
into next year. 

We have tried to improve the way we do business and the 
appearance of the Town offices by painting, adding new carpet 
and acquiring newer office furnishings. Volunteerism and 
donations are playing an important part in this work and helps 
to keep our costs down. 

Windmills anyone? A proposed wind farm to generate 
electricity on Lempster ridgelines caused much work for the 
Board. We were’ inundated with telephone _ calls, 
correspondence and high attendance at meetings throughout 
the year and expect the same for 2006. 

A citizen petition was received by the Selectboard 
regarding a temporary zoning ordinance. This caused us to 
hold hearings and a special town meeting in September. The 
article to adopt an emergency temporary zoning and planning 
ordinance failed to pass on a ballot vote of 168 to 139. 

Wild weather with a year of record rainfall has strained the 
Town’s' resources. In October, the Federal Government 
declared southwestern New Hampshire a disaster area. The 
heavy rainfall caused so much damage to the roads that we 
met the dollar amount needed for financial assistance. There 
was an incredible amount of documentation and time put into 
this to receive a partial reimbursement for the Town’s 
expenses. As of this writing, we have not received any money, 
but have received notice that it has been approved. 

Some areas of Lempster were isolated for a number of 
hours. A fast response by the Town brought many local 
contractors to our aid. Their quick reaction and help with 
temporary road restoration was much appreciated. 
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The Town is experiencing residential growth, with over 20 
new housing starts. The school enrolled 21 new students in 
September and 19 were from Lempster. 

A major subdivision proposing 39 lots along Mountain 
Road and Dodge Pond is currently before the Planning Board. 
The Board has reviewed and approved many minor 
subdivision applications this year. Realtor and appraiser visits 
to the office and phone calls for property information have 
more than doubled in 2005. 

Lempster will face continued growth pressure in 2006 and 
we need to prepare for this. We believe that some type of 
mechanism is needed to direct growth until our tax base and 
infrastructure can catch up, be it local ordinances or minimal 
zoning. We have no regulations in place where we can assess 
impact fees to developers. 

Thanks to Alan Rauscher for donating his time and help 
with our computer problems. He has turned over the care of 
our WebPages to Richard Fairweather and it has a new look. 

Thank you to our Fire and Rescue personnel and Highway 
Department for another fine year of service to the citizens of 
Lempster. 

Valley Hall was built 149 years ago and has undergone a 
_ few improvements over that time. We have outgrown this 
building as our Town office and it’s ability to meet fire code 
attendance restrictions. We need to have separated meeting 
rooms and other requirements associated with running the 
Town’s business. Most of the office furniture throughout the 
years has come from donated sources. The band-aid approach 
is catching up with us. As the demand for services continue, 
we will need new and larger office accommodations. 

The Building Needs Committee, after more than a year’s 
work, is bringing forth recommendations for the future. A low 
interest long term note would give us modern facilities and 
lower tax impact. We realize as taxpayers ourselves, the 
importance of keeping the rate down, while moving the Town 
forward.

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The First Year 

The only way I could possibly begin this report it to 
express my gratitude to the citizens of Lempster for their 
patient and generous attitudes during the last twelve months. I 
would also like to thank Phyllis Clark for the time she spent 
working with me and for her willingness to answer my 
numerous questions from her home and workplace. 

Here are some of the activities that are coming up 
during 2006. Lempster is scheduled to go “‘on-line” with the 
State of New Hampshire during the second half of 2006. The 
State will be installing a dedicated link from our office to 
theirs in Concord, at no cost to the town, which will enable me 
to,provide expanded services to you. These are just a few: 
renew late registrations up to a year, issue replacement 
plates/decals/registrations, register vehicles up to 26,000 
pounds (not APRO), and process vanity plate requests. Our 
Clerkworks software provider, Interware, will upgrade our 
present system, at no additional cost, to accommodate the 
additional capabilities. A new printer and a couple cables, 
costing approximately $300, will be required These items 
have been included in the Town Clerk’s budget request. 

One of the projects I have in mind for the coming 
year is to offer the option of renewing registrations by mail. 
Many cities and towns throughout the state and country have 
implemented “renew-by-mail” with good results To be 
successful, this project will need the support of a majority of 
the community Please give me feedback on this topic.

The Supervisors of the Checklist and I have recently 
complied with the Secretary of State’s office by providing it 
with a copy of our voter checklist. The Help America Vote 
Act (HAVA) requires every state to develop a database of all 
registered voters and implement a program, accessible via the 
Internet, in order to detect and prevent voter fraud. When fully 
functional, we will add new voters and update information 
directly into the New Hampshire voter database. The 
Supervisors of the Checklist were recognized last year for 
their contributions to the initial stage of the HAVA project. 

It appears 2006 will bring a number of significant 
changes to how we have always done things here in Lempster. 
With your continued support, I believe we will get through 
them all just fine

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Auditor’s Preliminary Report 


I was asked by the Board of Selectmen to assume the job of 
Town Auditor in the middle of January. I agreed to do so with the 
understanding that I would not have to complete the yearly audit in time 
for inclusion in the town report. I have accomplished some of the task and 
will, maybe, have it finished as a handout by the time of Town Meeting. 


My objectives for this year are the following: 


1. | will examine the files of all payments from April through 
December 2005 to be certain that each check written by the town 
office 1s documented appropriately. 


2. I will examine the records of the Treasurer to make sure deposits 
and checks match the bank statements. When all reports are 
finished, I will verify that his results reconcile with other 
departments 


3. I will examine the remaining town accounts for accuracy and to 
insure that expected accountability practices are being followed. 


I finished the analyses of the library accounts. I found the bottom 
line to be accurate. There were issues with the keeping invoices and 
- receipts with the monthly bank statements and clearly documenting the 
flow of deposits between the three checking accounts. I have made 
recommendations on how these issues can be easily resolved. 


I completed an exhausting analysis of all the checks generated by 
the Administrative Assistant for the Office of the Selectmen. This is a 
huge task. This account represents all the checks written for all activity 
except the library. Except for fixed payments to the school and payments 
for salaried employees, there must be documentation attached to each 
check stub. I audited the records from April through December. I was told 
that the records from January through March had already been done. I was 
pleasantry surprised to find very few check stubs lacked appropriate 
documentation. I indicated the missing documents and asked the 
Administrative Assistant to try to locate them or ask the responsible 
individuals to try to locate the missing invoices or receipts. Almost all of 
my concerns have been allayed. 
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Whenever payments are made to vendors, there must be an invoice 
attached. Auditing is also hampered when requests for mileage 
compensation are combined with expenditure rermbursements-one does 
not require a receipt, the other does. Mixing the two enhances the 
opportunity for missing documentation. 


I found the Town Forest Fund to be in order. The interest for the 
year 2005 started under 2% but was approaching 4% at the end of the 
year. It is good to see this account earning us money. 


I completed an audit of the account of Treasurer. I rechecked all 
deposits and observed the monthly reconciliation of the checking account. 
Our Treasurer provides a handy coversheet that demonstrates his 
calculations. His work is neat, accurate, and easily understood. The bottom 
line for the Treasurer exactly matched the bottom line with checks wnitten 
by the Office of the Selectmen. This is very good news. 


I have yet to audit the books of the Town Clerk, Tax Collector, and 
the Trustees of the Trust Funds. When this is complete, I will overview all 
these accounts and finalize this report. 


I am pleased with what I have seen and am beginning to feel 
comfortable with this new job.

2005 Lempster Highway Department / Transfer Station Reports 
Highway Department 


2005 was another year of change — our roads don’t stay the same for long! 


Allen Road was sealed — just in 
time to be severely damaged by 
the flooding in October. The 
northernmost mile of Lovejoy 
Road was thick-shimmed after 
drainage was reestablished and 
some culverts replaced. After 
Mike Ash departed the crew in 
the spring, Lempster resident 
Scott Stevens was hired just in 
time to see a good part of our 
road system wash away in Oc- 
tober. 


Damage from the June 29 and October 9 storms caused considerable dam- 
age to the integrity of our already stressed roadways. Allen Road lost 
nearly a mile of pavement and base fill. Mill Road was washed out in 
three places. South and Lovejoy Roads were reduced to narrow trails. 
Gravel road surfaces became even thinner. Local contractors and individu- 
als came together to get our roads passable in a very short time. More 
permanent repairs will take longer, starting next spring, with FEMA pro- 
viding over $80,000 to help us. Another problem to work on will be that of 
poor drainage along paved roads that caused the ‘whatever we had’ base 
of some to become waterlogged and settle — with new bumps transferred 
to the surface. 


With over half of our nearly 40 miles of roads gravel surfaced, and with 
increasing traffic volume and speed impacting the gravels more quickly, 
our 1976 JD grader is showing its age trying to keep up. I propose replac- 
ing it with a newer one in 2007, and have asked the CIP committee to be- 
gin a capital reserve for that purpose. 


Private driveways are a continuing concern. Most flood damage to South 
road was caused by driveway ditches inappropriately drained to the town 
road, where ditches and culverts couldn’t handle the increase. Many aging 
or inadequately installed private driveways dump water into town road- 
ways and ditches, causing roadway washing or icing, culvert failure, and 
hazards to traffic. NH RSA 236:13, IV does not allow private driveways to 
negatively impact a town or state road. It also places the continuing re- 
sponsibility of driveway and culvert maintenance on the owner. 
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Transfer Station / Recycling Center 


The most significant change at the Transfer Station in 2005 has been our 
popular new attendant/supervisor, Leonard “Lenny’ Dudley. Lenny has 
been a consistent, industrious, and enthusiastic proponent at the facility 
and off, and is largely responsible for this year’s significant gains in di- 
verted materials (recycling and ‘swap shop’) by drawing in public support. 
Thanks go also to the Highway crew’s coordinated inputs. 

Lempster again shipped approximately 600 tons of household waste to the 
Claremont waste-to-energy facility operated by Wheelabrator, with whom 
we are contracted through June 2007 through the NH/VT Solid Waste Pro- 
ject contract. There it is incinerated, reducing the waste’s eventual landfill 
volume about 9:1, and generating desirable electricity with some undesir- 
able byproducts. We pay the Project a $91/ton tipping fee, or about 
$110/ton with trucking. That’s 5.5 cents per pound. This constitutes the 
largest transfer station expense, and the one most easily reduced by your 
increased recycling. 


The two construction and demolition boxes are emptied at a $91 landfill 
tipping fee, or about $125/ton with trucking. With increasing local devel- 
opment and tightening landfill options, we expect this budget component 
to continue to rise. 


High scrap metal prices have again made up for soft prices for some other 
recyclables. We diverted and shipped 65 tons of scrap metal, 44.5 tons pa- 
per fiber (up 45% from last year), 9.5 tons commingled containers (they’re 
all air), and will truck the roughly 20-ton ‘anything that breaks’ glass pile 
to Keene this spring for grinding into ‘processed glass aggregate’.

While extra handling adds some expense, these diverted materials would 
cost us $110/ton if not recycled. The net cost of recycling our 54 tons of 
paper fiber and commingled containers (value less trucking) was $2.50/ton 
before adding extra our handling costs of perhaps $7.50/ton, so we saved 
about $100/ton. The savings will improve with better trucking coordina- 
tion and handling efficiencies. 


The Station received two matching grants in 2005. NHtheBeautiful pro- 
vided $2,000 to help improve our recycling operations, and a $2,500 NH 
Waste Oil Program grant helped improve our waste oil recycling effort. 
These grant moneys, together with proceeds from the sale of the Station’s 
dead JD 1050 tractor (unused since 2004) went to the Town’s General 
Fund.

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Report of the Fire Chief 2005 


The Lempster Fire Department holds meetings at the fire station on 
the first Wednesday of every month. These meetings are to conduct the 
business of the fire department, however, anyone is welcome to attend the 
meetings and get to know some of your neighbors. We have had a busy 
year with 139 calls on the books. 

Many hours of just plain work go into keeping our fleet of trucks 
operational. Our fire station has a small stream of water that runs through it 
most of the year causing a moisture problem that effects the trucks. Brake 
lines rust very quickly, fuel and water tanks become rusty and leak, and the 
bodies of our apparatus rust or corrode quicker than they normally should. 
This year our Engine 2 has received a new fuel tank. Ron Clark picked it up 
at Reeds, Dave Loring painted it, and Mario Cusanelli and Tim Meyette 
installed it. We also have battled a leak in our Engine 3’s water tank. In the 
past year all brake lines in the Rescue truck have been replaced. Our hopes 
are that with future plans for a new facility many of these problems will be 
eliminated soon. 

We sponsored a 120 hour New Hampshire Firefighter 1A and 1B 
program at the Goshen-Lempster School. Joe Brookens, Mark Magoon, 
and Mario Cusanelli all attended and passed the class. Several other fire 
departments took advantage of this class being held on this side of the state. 
Lempster firefighter/EMT Ted Tillson coordinated the class and taught 
several of the segments. The Forestry training section was taught by Joe 
_ Sarcione of Stoddard and Dave Jones of Newport. 

The Fire Department received a grant for an Automatic External 
Defibrillator (AED) to be placed on a fire truck. It is a Zoll AED that is 
very simple to operate and of extreme importance at the onset of cardiac 
failure. One of the greatest causes of firefighter fatalities is heart attacks. 

The Fire Department and the Historical Society were fortunate to 
have past Marlow Chief Charlie Strickland do a talk and presentation of the 
historic Marlow fire that consumed 24,000 acres and several homes in a 
three day period. 

The Fire Department feels as if the recent Old Home Day weekend 
was very successful. All members had a good time at the street dance on 
Friday night and fun doing the parade and barbecue on Saturday. We look 
forward to what can be accomplished for the upcoming year. 

_ Our dispatch center has been awarded a $399,000.00 grant for the 
replacement and upgrade of the micro-wave control links for our radio 
system. Grant monies such as this helps to keep the overall operating cost 
down and ultimately the consumer cost is lower. 
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October brought torrential down pours causing floods and damage to 
many of the communities in our state. Lempster was not spared from these 
hardships. On October 8" the fire department was dispatched to assist with 
some flooding in the area. Our firefighters and other town departments were 
faced with washed out roads, culverts, and bridges. Many towns’ people 
were stranded in areas that only have one way in or out. The firefighters 
spent 24 hours straight manning the fire house providing immediate 
response to calls for assistance. We also provided sheltering and food to 
several people that could not get home. Many of the firefighter spouses 
assisted with providing food and refreshments to the volunteers. Lempster 
citizens would be proud of the way that all departments worked together to 
make the best of a very bad situation. We were fortunate to be able to hire 
contractors on Sunday morning and have them go to work for us 
immediately. This process allowed our roads to be repaired and reopened 
very quickly. 

I would be amiss not to mention the devastation that the Town of 
Alstead faced from this same storm. I worked in Alstead along with the 
National Guard, State OEM, Fire Marshall’s office, State Fire Task Force, 
Local Fire Departments and Rescue Squads, State Police, County and Local 
Police providing emergency communications for the next 10 days. My 
sympathy is with the families that lost loved ones in this flood and to the 
people who lost all their worldly possessions. I feel proud to have been a 
small part of the help that they needed. 

Lempster Fire Department continues to exceed my expectations and 
it is an honor to be part of this group of individuals.

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LEMPSTER POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 
2005 


During 2005 the police there were 791 calls for police service in the Town. This 
compares to 710 in 2003 and 741 in 2004. Of the 791 calls 83 were handled by the New 
Hampshire State Police or other agency. This means Your police department which 
consists of me and Officer William Russell handled 89.5 % of all calls for service. 


At Town Meeting last march the people approved a salary and benefit line for the police 
department which allowed for me to become full-time. Prior to March 2005 I worked 30 
hours per week and was paid just a little over $27,000 per year. Going full time added 
$2500 to my salary and 10 hours per week to my hours. I believe it was a perfect deal for 
the Town of Lempster and am very happy the people agreed. 


Becoming full time has been both challenging and rewarding. One the one hand I was 
more able to perform patrol functions within the town and meet more of the people. I 
feel a part of the community. That is the rewarding part of the job. The challenging part 
of the job has been “Full-Time.” I have tried to do my best to handle as many calls as 
possible. At times, however it just is not possible for me to do everything. Full-Time 
does not by definition mean all the time. I hope the community understands that I am 
unable to handle every call, be at every function and be involved in every emergency. 


Through out the year some people have complained that they have not been able to get in 
touch with the police department. Here is how you do it. Call Newport Dispatch 863- 
3232 (Emergency 911), call the office line 863-7908 (forwards to Newport Dispatch if no 
one is in the office), or call my cell phone 454-8911. My cell phone is generally left in 
my cruiser but it does have voice mail so if I am out of the car or off duty leave me a 
voice mail if it is not an emergency and I will do my best to get back to you as soon as 
possible. If you don’t hear from me in a timely manner give me another call and chew 
my butt for not getting back to you. 


I have gone back to having regular office hours. At the present time they are on 
Tuesdays from 5 pm to 7 pm. If there are no office hours on a particular Tuesday a 
notice will be posted at the Town Office. 


If have asked this year for a replacement cruiser. The cruiser if approved will be a 2006 
Ford Explorer (Special Vehicle Package). The plan is to purchase the vehicle from 
Hillsboro Ford which is one of the dealers which has the State Bid for Ford vehicles. I 
feel we got a very good price and came in approximately $3000.00 under the estimate in 
the CIP for a new vehicle. My cruiser CIP was scheduled for March of 2004. I extended 
it for two years because at the time I did not feel a new cruiser was needed. That time 
has now come. Repair costs are beginning to increase and must rust is starting to appear. 
I hope you will support the article to purchase a new Police Cruiser. 


In each report I thank a person or people who have assisted me during the preceding year. 
This year I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen (Everett Thurber, Harold Whiting, 
and William Murgatroy). If you have not been to the Town Office lately you should stop 
by. The inside walls have been painted, carpet installed, outside of the building painted, 
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part of the parking lot has been paved and new steps are in the process of being installed. 
This was all planned and overseen by the Board of Selectmen. They have done 
everything within their power, with available funding to make the office a better place to 
work. 


I would also like to thank John Gibson of the General Store. He is always available to 
help the Town and specifically the emergency services whenever we have asked him to.

Lempster Historical Society

Our challenge is to find property near the town centers to where it could be 
moved. This will make it accessible to many and provide a great window into 
rural education of the past. Finding the appropriate land has proven to be easier 
said than done. We know that our patience and diligence will be rewarded and 
the town will be richer for it. 

At Old Home day this year, we teamed up with the fire and rescue 
departments to offer some additional events, along with the traditional ones. 
Soggy weather on Friday evening did not dampen spirits for the 50s street dance 
and then on Saturday afternoon the firemen put on a bang-uip parade up Lempster 
Street. We look forward to working with them again and will be seeking even 
wider town participation this year to make this annual event a great experience 
for all. 

With the blessing and support of the landowner we were able to erect a 
sign identifying our historical town pound. We will continue to maintain the area 
to encourage visits to the site. 

In October the society hosted a Quilt documentation Day. This is part of 
a nationwide effort to document antique and more modern quilts, and the people 
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that created them. Quilt making is an important part of American and Lempster’s 
heritage. More than 35 quilts from Lempster were documented by a team of 
experts who examined each one and provided the owners with a wealth of 
information. 

As we look to the New Year we have plans to inventory and document 
the graves and stones in our cemetery. We invite you to join the society. If you 
are not a joiner but would like to help out in some way or have suggestions 
please contact us.

The big news this year is our new librarian, Suzanne Orlando. Suzanne has a 
master’s degree in library science and comes to us with a wealth of experience in small 
libraries, including running children’s and historical programs. She has energized our 
library with all kinds of programs: 


e Anew Young Adult book section on the shelves; 


¢ Interlibrary loan system, giving patrons access to any book in just about every 
library in the state; 


¢ Camp Wannabee, a summer reading program complete with stories, crafts, a 
trading post and a campfire, all kicked off by a story-telling jester at the Goshen- 
Lempster School; 


e Adult book discussion group that meets monthly at the library; 
¢ Children’s story hour once a week. 


Suzanne has also been applying for grants. She gained a $490 grant from the State 
Library for our summer reading program. She spearheaded a grant for Sullivan County 
to run “The Big Read,” a program to get everyone in a community reading the same 
book. This was a very competitive national grant from the National Endowment for the 
Arts, and though we didn’t win this year, the application showed her vision and energy. 


The Trustees and Friends of the Library once again ran the Cabin Fever Book Sale in 
February and the Harvest Festival & Book Sale in October. Together, these events raised 
over $1000 for special programs and materials not covered by our town budget. 


Trustee Guydine Deanne resigned because of her increased work responsibilities. 
The Board appointed new resident Janice Brehio to take her place. Janice is a children’s 
librarian at Richards Free Library in Newport (where Suzanne Orlando also works part 
time), and she has been volunteering her help at Miner since she moved here. We 
couldn’t be luckier. 


We end with a big thank you to our previous librarian, Gail Warren. She did a 
wonderful job in every way, but she reluctantly stepped down when she temporarily 
moved away from Lempster. She’s now back in town and serving as our unofficial 
es designer. Look for her unique colorful posters for Miner’s special events.

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to add the following to the existing Dog 
Ordinance as presented by petition by voters of Lempster. In recognition that the number 
of dogs on a property can be a public nuisance and that the residents of Lempster have a nght 
to the peaceful enjoyment of their property, the Town of Lempster shall adopt the following 
additional section to the existing Dog Control Ordinance as passed by Article 10 at the Town 
Meeting of 1982 and amended by Article 4 at the Town Meeting of 1997. 


Section |: Dog Control Law 
VIII. (A) No owner or keeper shall be allowed to have more than 6 (six) dogs 
on their premises without a special permit issued by the Board of Selectmen. 


(B) In issuing the special permit the Board of Selectmen shall consider 
the health. welfare, and safety of the community, the maintenance of 
peace and quiet of a neighborhood, any negative impact on neighboring 
property values. and other relevant community concerns. 


(C) A person or keeper having more than 6 (six) dogs on their 
premises as of the date this ordinance is approved shall not increase the 
number of dogs. The number of existing dogs shall be considered 
grandfathered but this legally non-conforming status shall not be 
transferable. 


(D) When obtaining annual dog licenses from the Town Clerk the 
owner or keeper of 5 (five) or more dogs shall register the total number of 
dogs that are kept on their premises. The Dog Control Officer or Law 
Enforcement Officer shall monitor this information to confirm compliance.

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly 
exemptions from property tax in the Town of Lempster. The exemptions, 
based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as follows: for a 
person 65 years of age up to 75 years, Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000.00); for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, Sixty Thousand 
Dollars ($60,000.00); for a person 80 years of age or older, Eighty 
Thousand Dollars ($80,000.00). To qualify the person must have been a 
New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his or her spouse, 
they must have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer 
must have a net income of less than Fifteen Thousand, Four Hundred 
Dollars ($15,400.00) (previously Thirteen Thousand, Four Hundred 
Dollars ($13,400.00), or if married, a combined net income of less than 
Twenty Two Thousand, Four Hundred Dollars ($22,400.00) (previously 
Twenty Thousand, Four Hundred Dollars ($20,400.00), which includes 
social security and pension payments; and own net assets not in excess of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars ($70,000.00) (previously Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($50,000.00)) excluding the value of the person’s residence. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty One Thousand Dollars ($21,000.00) to replace the roof of 
the Meeting House at Lempster Street. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Ninety Eight Thousand Dollars ($98,000.00) to shim/pave 
approximately 1.8 miles of Mountain Road of which Thirty Nine 
Thousand Dollars ($39,000.00) will come from Highway block grant 
money, the balance of Fifty Nine Thousand Dollars ($59,000.00) to be 
raised by taxation. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of One Hundred Fourteen Thousand Dollars $ 114,000.00 for purposes of 
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reconstructing municipal roads and bridges or portions thereof destroyed 
by floods and pay other items covered in the grants; and to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, contract for, and accept grants of Federal or State 
Aid, or both, as may be available and to do all things necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this appropriation. (Majority vote required)

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Master Plan 
The Community Attitude Survey was completed and mailed out 
on February 23. Two Hundred sixty-four responses were 
received and the results were integrated into the Visioning 
Chapter of the Master Plan. As of December 31° the Board had 
completed four chapters of the Master Plan as well as the Build- 
Out Analysis. We look forward to its completion in mid 2006. 


Excavations 
Newport Sand and Gravel received their permit to excavate in 
February. In May, the Lempster Excavation Regulations were 
adopted in conformance with RSA: 155-E. In November all 
operating gravel pits were reminded that they must submit their 
formal application to the Board in order to receive a permit to 
excavate in 2006. 


Capital Improvements Program 


The Board has spent considerable effort in updating the CIP format 
to make it more comprehensive and understandable. 


We believe you will find the proposed CIP spreadsheet for the year 
2006 easier to read, follow and understand. It has been 
reorganized with the assignment of a project number to every 
project. A master list of project numbers along with all warrant 
articles dealing with each project will be maintained. With the 
assistance of Barbara Richards, Trustee of the Trust Funds, the 
Board coordinated the project names of each Trust Fund/Capital 
Reserve Fund with the title of the corresponding project listed on 
the CIP sheet. The purchase year, year first funded, year of final 
payment, and years funded columns were placed in a separate table 
to the nght. 


Additionally you will see that a third column entitled “Operating 
Budget” has been added under “FY 2006.” This column reflects 
the fact that a particular project is in the general fund and not in a 
capital reserve fund or expendable trust fund. 


All projects appearing in the Operating Budget are either lease 
purchases, contracts, leases or purchases. (See “Finance Type” 
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column) The money in the Operating Budget shows each 
department’s individual budget and the impact on the town for its 
large projects. | 


We are currently creating a file for each piece of Town equipment 
to include such information as make, model, year, VIN, purchase 
price, sale/trade-in price, etc. 


Other business 

In July a special meeting of the Planning Board was held at the 
request of Jeff Dwyer and Elizabeth O’Grady. They requested that 
the Board make a recommendation to the Selectmen to hold a 
special town meeting to consider temporary emergency zoning. 
They subsequently withdrew their request and a petition signed by 
more than 5% of the voters was given to the Selectmen. A special 
town meeting was held on September 21°. The ordinance was 
defeated in a vote of 168-139. 


Timothy Drew, Administrator of the Public Information & 
Permitting Division with the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services, attended the November 21 meeting and 
made an informational presentation to the Board and Selectmen 
entitled “Wind Power and the SEC.” 


The Board wishes to thank Linda Murgatroy for her work as the board’s 
recording secretary. Her pleasant and professional attitude and tireless 
efforts have been a tremendous help. 

The Board welcomes all interested persons to attend their regular meetings 


held on the second Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. at the Town

I hope everyone noticed how well cared for the cemetery looked this past 
summer. This is thanks to the diligence and dedication of Lenny Dudley, an 
employee of our Highway Department. He could be observed, rain or heat wave, 
keeping the large and challenging grounds looking neat. 


A lot of thought and effort was spent this past year on trying to find the best 
solution for a new fence. The three main challenges are cest, appearance and 
durability. The last is driven mainly by proximity to plowed snow. Estimates 
were obtained for chain-link and various size pickets in both wood and vinyl. 
The high cost of any fence that meets both durability and good looks has meant 
spreading out the work over multiple years. Suggestions and help are welcome. 


Progress on the new section was next to nil. A surveyor has made a start by 
outlining the usable area. The next steps are laying out plots and access roads to 
make the most use of a small area. Fortunately, we still have a few years use 
from the present ground. 


Though planned for and scheduled, no stone repair occurred this year. It seems 
other towns had higher priority. So the unspent money returns to the taxpayer. 


One of the Trustees, David Diehl, has taken on the task of documenting all the 
old gravestones. There is no known complete record of who is buried where in 
the oldest section, which makes it difficult for people to do any search for long- 
deceased relatives. All of the oldest stones will be photographed and readable 
inscriptions and locations recorded.

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Lempster Conservation Commission 
2005 Report 


The Commission was quite involved in town conservation concerns in 
2005. Providing, annually, scholarships for 2 Lempster grade school students to 
attend a weeklong conservation camp experience. This provides much 
satisfaction, both for the campers and us. This year the winners were Joe 
Tremblay and Kayla Pope. Each reported on their experiences at a fall meeting. 
Joe liked the hunter safety program, while, for Kayla, the caring for and 
harvesting from an organic garden. 

Most of our members attended a number of training seminars and 
meetings concerned with conservation of our natural resources. This included the 
annual meeting of the Cold River Water Quality program in Alstead and the 
seminars provided yearly in Concord by the NH Association of Conservation 
Commissions. These seminars provide a great variety of topical sessions, from 
basic duties of new members to how to raise conservation money. There were 20 
separate groups this year, including field trips. 

We were active locally. Our Duck Pond nature trail expansion, included 
brush and tree clearing, was headed up by our trail-master, Yorick Hurd, assisted 
chiefly by Roger Ferland and volunteer Ciay Misa. Plans for this year include 
publishing a new nature walk map, which will include our newest trail that 
circles Duck Pond. Also, I’m sure you’ ve taken notice of the floral and evergreen 
decorations in front of the Town Office. Three of our members enjoyed setting 
these up and becoming caretakers. Then there is our annual roadside pickup. 
This year, trash was removed from Mountain, Long Pond, Allen, Lovejoy and 
Benway Hill Roads. Additionally, we have adopted 2 miles of the 2" New 
Hampshire Turnpike, between Lempster and East Lempster centers. Here, there 
are 3 to 4 clean-ups each summer. We end up with many pickup loads that are 
then recycled at the Transfer Station. As many of you know, this spring, we 
sponsored a popular wildflower workshop at the Meeting House, ably led by 
Wendy Ward, a local authority. 

This year saw action on the conservation front that we wish more of us 
could emulate. Jim Grenier placed 194 acres of his farm into a conservation 
easement. These easements are meant to prevent NH farmland from rapidly 
changing into condoland, or worse. 

On the forestry end, 27 Intent-to-Cuts were reviewed for compliance and 
timeliness. The County forester, Charles Hershey, attended one meeting to 
remind us of the need for a Town Forest management plan. The Commission is 
concerned about the state of our forests and we feel we can use the expertise of a 
licensed forester to advise us. 
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Although actually official in 2006, Gilbert Pinkney decided to resign 
from the Commission towards the end of 2005, for a number of personal reasons. 
He served as Commission member for more than 30 years and as chairman for 15 
years. His extensive knowledge of forestry and other town resources, with a long 
background in town organization and civil affairs, will be missed by the members 
and the town. We’d like to consider giving him the title of Commission 
Chairman Emeritus.

Annual Report for FY 2005 


Through UVLSRPC membership, the 27 cities and towns of the Upper Valley, Sullivan County and Lake 
Sunapee area strive to ensure that the growth of the Region does not lower the quality of life, and that it 
enhances rather than threatens our healthy economy. Regional planning provides a mechanism for 
communities that live and work together to collaborate on issues of common concern, such as 
transportation, emergency preparedness, economic development, housing and resource protection. Your 
community's active participation in UVLSRPC provides you with a voice in regional activities, as well as 
in decision-making at the state level that affects the future of your community. 


Each year we try to address the highest priority needs of each area of the Region, while balancing the 
differing concerns of larger and smaller communities. Some highlights of the past year: 


Worked with state agencies to ensure that the needs of our Region's communities are 
understood and addressed. Specific activities included: facilitated sessions for local input to State 
Development Plan and NH Department of Transportation's long range plan; reviewed growth 
projections for state traffic model; participated in work group studying sprawl in NH and 
effectiveness of state smart growth policies; worked with other regions on educational material on 
principles of good planning for NH and legislative priorities. 


Promoted our Region's priorities in development of state's transportation improvement budgets, 
and assisted municipalities and public transit providers with applications for transportation grant 
funds. 


Represented member communities on Mount Sunapee Ski Area Advisory Committee; conducted 
review of expansion plans; facilitated regional discussions and opportunities for public comment. 


Completed Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) for Sullivan County to 
increase eligibility for federal funding for economic development and infrastructure improvements. 
Developed GIS database of Sullivan County industrial and commerce parks. Continued to 
collaborate with economic development partners in Grafton County. 


Partnered with Lake Sunapee Protective Association to help communities collaborate on 
watershed management plan by forming Sunapee Area Watershed Coalition. 


Wrote, published and distributed "Planning for New Hampshire's Housing Needs: A Primer for 
Local Officials." 


Organized 3 hazardous waste collections in which 789 households participated to keep over 
4,000 gallons of hazardous chemicals out of the Region’s groundwater. 


Facilitated 6 roundtable discussions for municipal representatives to discuss and get advice on 
issues of common concern. 


Assisted 13 communities with updates of local master plans, 10 with conservation planning 
efforts, 9 with zoning amendments, 7 with updates to subdivision or site plan review regulations, 
and 2 with capital improvement programs. 


Conducted traffic counts in 14 communities, and brought the number of communities with 
completed road inventories up to 16, ensuring that full state aid for maintenance is received. 
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» Conducted hazard mitigation planning in 8 communities as required for continued eligibility for 
federal disaster assistance and hazard mitigation funds. Assisted 4 with review of National Flood 
Insurance Program compliance. Began assisting Sullivan County communities with process to 
adopt new floodplain maps to ensure residents’ continued eligibility for flood insurance. 


* Assisted 6 communities with review of proposed developments. 


* Completed special projects to address local needs, including E911 readdressing in Claremont 
and New London Parking Study. 


* Continued emphasis on informational programs and training for local officials including law 
lecture series and bi-monthly programs on topics such as NH Energy Policy - What it Means for 
Communities, Outdoor Lighting, and Striking the Balance Between Preservation of Rural 
Character and Growth - What is the Public Interest. 


«= Responded to day-to-day requests from local board members and staff for guidance on, e.g., 
subdivision review process, earth excavation regulations, growth management, impact fees, 
development on unmaintained roads, regulation of accessory apartments and buildings, and 
emergency zoning. 


« Provided technical assistance to regional partner organizations, e.g., Advance Transit, 
Community Transportation Services, Upper Valley Transportation Management Association, 
Connecticut River Joint Commissions, Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee, 
Lake Sunapee Protective Association, Cold River Local Advisory Committee, and Upper Valley 
Land Trust. 


» Maintained website - www.uvlsrpc.org - to share information on planning issues and events, and 
kept library current with the latest technical guidance, planning literature, and sample regulations; 
responded to numerous requests for information from local officials, businesses, residents, 
libraries, school districts and other area organizations. 


« Participated in professional development activities to ensure planning staff stays up-to-date on 
best practices, emerging topics, GIS, and changes in NH land use law and federal funding 
programs of benefit to communities.

The Cold River Local Advisory Committee (CRLAC) consists of citizen 
representatives appointed by selectboards from Acworth, Alstead, Langdon, 
Lempster, and Walpole. The CRLAC supports municipal boards and is 
developing a Watershed Management Plan that will assist towns in managing 
water resources. The committee also reviews river corridor projects needing 
state and federal permits and investigates related issues of local or statewide 
significance. 


CRLAC ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 2005:

Municipal Conservation, Planning & Health Assistance 

Continued work on a voluntary watershed management plan for the Cold 
River. 

Secured an additional year of watershed assistance from the National Parks’ 
Rivers and Trails Program. 

Advised our Lake Associations (Warren and Crescent) on wetland and 
water quality degradation issues. 

Assisted Alstead with subdivision and stormwater permitting, as well as the 
development of their master plan survey and evaluation of possible well 
contamination issues. 

Provided Acworth with guidance on fuel storage tank design and possible 
impacts to water resources. 

Co-coordinated brainstorming sessions regarding the management and 
future of the Vilas Pool area. 


Workshops, Events & Education 

Held the well-attended Workshop on Protecting Water Quality in the Cold 
River Watershed at the Vilas School in March. This event provided an 
overview of watershed features, threats, uses and management approaches. 
Organized a nature walk (“Trib Trek”) along Alstead’s Camp Brook in 
February, hosted by David Moody.

Assisted Keene High student Kristen Harkay with her class project 
involving the Cold River. 


Water Quality & Quantity Monitoring 

Revised and streamlined our comprehensive surface water characterization 
program, now in its fourth year, to more closely adhere to NH’s 
Consolidated Assessment Listing Methodology (CALM). 

Initiated an in-stream pilot study of volunteer flow monitoring at Drewsville 
Gorge with the State of NH. 

Purchased additional sampling supplies and developed field equipment 
improvements. 

Expanded volunteer participation and trained volunteers in the use and care 
of monitoring equipment. 
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Completed three “routine” water quality and stream stage monitoring events 
on the Cold River and its major tributaries as part of NH’s Volunteer River 
Assessment Program (VRAP). 

» Solicited and received DES funding for additional bacteria, nutrient and 
metal analyses. 


4. Drinking Water Protection Plan 

>» With the professional assistance of Granite State Rural Water Association, 
initiated and led a comprehensive evaluation of drinking, water protection 
for public drinking water systems at all schools within the watershed.

West Central Behavioral Health requests an appropriation of $1,050 from the Town 
of Lempster that will enable us to continue offering free or low cost services to residents 
of the community who are uninsured or underinsured. In FY 2005, West Central 
Behavioral Health provided residents of Lempster with $14,561 of free or reduced cost 
mental and behavioral health services for which we received no reimbursement. We are 
committed to making quality mental health services available regardless of ability to pay 
to all communities in our service area, and are asking the cities and towns we serve to 
help us sustain that commitment to many of our most vulnerable neighbors. 

West Central Behavioral Health is the NH designated Community Mental Health 
Center for Lempster, as well as Sullivan and Southern Grafton Counties. Our mission is: 
“to promote, preserve, and strengthen the mental health and quality of life for individuals 
and their communities through the delivery of integrated, comprehensive services.” Our 
consumers suffer from a range of disorders and illnesses: life threatening severe, chronic 
mental illness such as psychosis, schizophrenia, and bipolar disorder; all forms of 
addiction; as well as anxiety, depression, divorce or relationship related stress, and other 
impairing, but highly treatable, conditions. We work with all ages in outpatient clinics, 
homes, jails, nursing homes, schools, and residential supported living programs, offering 
a broad variety of counseling, psychiatric services, case management, and emergency 
consultations. 

Some of the services provided to residents of Lempster this year include: 


e 8 Children and their families received 197 therapy sessions at our outpatient 
clinics in Claremont, Newport, and Lebanon. 

e 23 Adult residents received 187 sessions of outpatient counseling for depression, 
anxiety, addictions, family issues, and other critical issues. 

e¢ 10 Residents contacted our Emergency Services, available 24 hours, 7 days a 
week. 

e 11 Residents received 241 sessions of other services such as case management or 
participation in our Academy Programs for people who have committed 
substance abuse related offenses. 


We hope you will help us provide quality mental health care to all who need it.

The town of Lempster has been a member of Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association 
since 1987. Support frora the towns doves make a difference in the lives of your friends and 
neighbors who need home care and hospice services, particularly those on Medicaid, but also for 
those on other insurance plans. The VNA receives about 60% of what it costs us to provide care 
for adults and children on Medicaid, despite the fact that our costs are among the lowest in the 
region. 


Town funds are used primarily to provide care for adults and childrea who either have no 
insurance or who have inadequate insurance. Services can run the gamut from counseling and 
teaching for a voung woman experiencing a high-risk pregnancy; to liome monitoring for a child 
who had a recent heart transpiant; to an adult needing teaching for 1:ewly diagnosed diabetes; to 
the 91 year old gentleman who 1s able to stay at home with the support of a home care aide and a 
homemaker a few times a week; and finally, to the young mother dying of cancer who 1s able to 
stay at home surrounded by tamily and fnends. 


In addition to the direct patient care we provide, Lake Sunapee Region VNA provides community 
services like influenza clinics. health fairs, foot care clinics, bereaven ent support groups, 
immunizations in the schools, assisted living at home services and much more. Our home 
telemedicine program allows us to monitor vital signs for patients each and every day and 
intervene whenever necessary and to fax trending reports to the patient’s physician. 


We are grateful for the support of the town of Lempster and for your interest in ensuring a 
healthy community. This year, Lake Sunapee Region VNA respectful'y requests an appropriation 
for 2006 in the amount of $2756. This figure is based on a per capita assessment of $2.63 per 
person on a total populaticn of 1048 residents according to New Har 1pshire Office of State 
Planning figures (2004). 


You will receive a report on specific services utilized by the residents of Lempster early in the new 
year.

We at Sullivan County Hospice are requesting $250. from the Town of Lempster. 


Sullivan County Hospice has been in existence since 1984. We are a volunteer agency, 
governed by a 12 member Board of Directors, all of whom reside in Sullivan County. 


Our mission is to provide practical and emotional support to terminally ill patients and 
their families within Sullivan County. The majority of the individuals we serve are home 
hospice patients, who have decided to remain at home under the care of their families. It 
is in this setting that we provide most of our services. However, we have the flexibility 
to follow and serve our patients and their families in a hospital or nursing home setting, 
as well. Our volunteers are fully trained in areas such as death and dying, the grieving 
process, active listening and universal precautions. A few of the ways our volunteers 
provide practical support include respite for caregivers, running errands and light meal 
preparation. Our volunteers also provide emotional support to both the patient and their 
family, by being available to listen and offer reassurance and encouragement. 


Our referrals come from doctors, nurses, visiting nurse associations, discharge planners, 
as well as from family members or patients themselves. Our only requirements for 
service are that the patient be terminally ill and that they reside in Sullivan County. We 
accept all referrals on that basis and there is never a charge for our service. 


In addition to providing volunteer services, Sullivan County Hospice offers a 
bereavement support group. This group is scheduled for six sessions a year, each lasting 
a period of five weeks. These groups are open to anyone working through the grieving 


process.

Finally, the fact that the Goshen-Lempster School has been designated as 
a public school with distinction by the New Hampshire Department of Education verifies 
our commitment to continuous improvement (AYP). 


One of the very important reasons that our school district has enjoyed such successes as 
cited above is, in my opinion, directly related to the consistent support it has received 
from its citizens. As many of you already know, we are not as blessed as many other 
school districts are when it comes to human and financial resources. Nevertheless, during 
my seven year tenure as your Superintendent, I have seen such strong and ongoing 
support from the people of Goshen and Lempster for its school that it is not an 
understatement to say that you have contributed mightily to our success. 


In closing, I must convey my sincere appreciation for your support of the Goshen- 
Lempster School and respectfully request that you continue this support as we engage in 
one of the most critically important endeavors of our society- the POUESIMEN of our future 
generation of American citizens.

Principal's Report 


2005 


The next school year will mark the fiftieth anniversary 
of the opening of the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School. The 
school site was donated by the Cragin family; the Dedication 
Exercises took place on June 8, 1957, which included an 
address by U.S. Senator Norris Cotton. The new building became 
available during the course of the 1956 - 57 school year as 
teachers and students moved from four one-room school houses: 
Goshen Village School (Mrs. Myrtle Starkey), Goshen Four Corners 
(Mr. Elmore Kathan), East Lempster School (Mrs. Doris Newman), 
and Lempster Street School (Mrs. Frances Wirkkala). Members 
of the School Board at that time were: Eleanor Shadis, 

Harry Warburton, Rita Purmort, Stanley Williamson, and 

Horace Craigin. The School Nurse, Ms. Florence MacIver, made 
a very enthusiastic report to the District regarding the 
availability of the Salk vaccine for the students. The 
educational community was deeply concerned about America 
lagging in the space race and what implications that had for 
our science and math programs. Recognizing the accomplishments 
of the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School District, the then 
Superintendent of Schools Noyes Stickney assured the citizens, 
"We shall do everything in our power to provide for the 
children a school program of which you may be proud.". 


In order for the communities of Goshen and Lempster 
to form a cooperative school district fifty years ago, the 
citizens of these two towns must have had the insight and 
the fortitude to successfully meet such a challenge. They 
must have had a pride in their communities that enabled them 
to embrace the problems of the day. They certainly must have 
had a sense of belonging which resulted in a project aimed 
at nurturing their children. That degree of community 
involvement is still alive today. There may be different 
faces that step-up to the challenge, but the caring and the 


Support persevere. Those efforts result in the type of 
experiences that shaped our school year; some of the 
events (not all inclusive) of 2005 were......... 

JANUARY 


A Primary Team Reading program was developed through a 
federal grant. Carolyn McLaughlin, a certified elementary 
education teacher who staffs the position, works with each 
student in kindergarten through grade three throughout the 
school week. The activities focus on enhancing the reading 
curriculum and the instruction that is already in place. 


Ms. Roberts' fourth grade classroom was the recipient 
of a grant to fund its Garden Project. The project involved 
the students starting seedlings in the early Spring, and 
Planting a large vegetable garden in the school yard. Work 
days were scheduled during the summer to care for the garden. 
The source of the $1,300.00 grant, written by Margaret Bragg, 
was the Walker Fund of the New Hampshire Charitable 


Foundation. 
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The eighth grade Personal Safety & Awareness Program 
began under the cirection of Kerry Rochford Hague, a 
counselor from Women's Supportive Services of Sullivan 
County. The program, which has a duration of twelve weeks, 
approaches such topics as peer pressure, teen dating, 
gender in the media, substance abuse, eating disorders, 
sexuality and STD's, sexual violence and abuse, depression, 
and going to high school. The Personal Safety & Awareness 
Program is sponsored through a federal grant. 


FEBRUARY 


Kitty Davis, our Special Education Coordinator, received 
a grant from Premier Assistive Technology in the amount of 
$4,000.00 for the support of a literacy program. The grant 
provided an unlimited site license for all of our computer 
Systems to receive the Reading Made Easy software. This was 
a tremendous opportunity to bring an innovative literacy 
program to all of our students. 


MARCH 


A grant from Public Service of New Hampshire provided 
two energy programs by Wilson Educational Services. The 
Primary Team program, Poss's Energy Posse, (organized by 
Janis Bellavance, Maureen Goodwin and Peter Newbern) 
introduced energy concepts and how to prevent energy waste. 
The second program, Energy 4 U, (organized by Sue Roberts 
and Rachel Tirrell) consisted of a full day of hands on 
activities for older students who submitted a report on 
instances where energy could be saved at school. 


On the evening of Thursday, March 31, the annual Spring 
Project Fair was held in the school gymnasium. Each classroom 
developed a theme for a presentation : Kindergarten (Animal 
Studies); Grades 1, 2 and 3 (Dinosaurs and Measurement); 
Grade 4 ("Forest Watch" - tree farms, measurement & damage); 
Grade 5 (Simple Machines); Grade 6 (Pyramids, Mummies and 
Burial Chambers); Grade 7 ("Visits to Asia"); and Grade 8 
("Microbe Bureau of Investigation" - swab samples of various 
school sites were cultured and featured under the 
microscope). 

Also, during the evening of the Project Fair, 

Ms. Tirrell's Third Grade Class provided a delicious dinner 
with the Annual Cheap Night Out spaghetti dinner. 


APRIL 


Dr. Lilyan Wright volunteered her time and efforts to 
Organize a LaCrosse team for students in grades four through 
eight. The students look forward to participating in 
Dr. Wright's sports programs; eleven years ago, she started 
our Fall Field Hockey Program. The student enrollment in 
LaCrosse and Field Hockey continues to increase each year. 
Dr. Wright is one of those special people, the "super 
volunteer"; she provides hundreds of volunteer service hours 
each year in a multitude of community endeavors. 
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MAY 


The thrilling presentation of Raptors in Flight was 
presented to staff and students in the gymnasium. The 
program, which featured birds of prey and their flying 
technigues, focused on the predators' natural history and 
ecological adaptations. Ms. Maureen Goodwin, Kindergarten 
teacher, organized this presentation for the school. 


Ms. Roberts' fourth grade class spent a day touring the 
historical sites of Lempster. Mr. Yorik Hurd, longtime 
Lempster resident, Was the knowledgeable tour guide. As 
part of the tour, the students placed Memorial Day flags on 
the graves of U.S. war veterans in the Lempster cemetary. 


Grades one, two and three made a field trip to 
Stonewall Farm in Keene where they participated in classes. 
One class was called Exploring the Roots of Our Food; the 
students milked cows, made butter, and learned about composting 
through a number of fun and interactive activities. Another 
Class, Wetland Wonders, explored the magic of the wetlands 
habitat on Stonewall Farm's boardwalk. The students captured 
a variety of wildlife for study. 


The Eighth Grade Class made an exciting trip to 
New York City. The class trip was organized by parents 
Heidi Wilcox, Kristen Bartlett and Jennifer Plante. 


The Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School Jazz Band won a 
gold medal at The Great East Festivals Competition in Nashua. 
The Band also received particular commendations for solos in 
an original blues piece and for overall musical style. Great 
East Festivals is an annual event; this year 475 schools 
throughout New England competed. The band members were:

The team (consisting of 
Ms. Sandra Lord, Ms. Rachel Tirrell, Ms. Beth Tilton-Wahlert, 
Ms. Cristine Santerre, and Ms. Angela Ferland) presented the 
curriculum to the school staff in August and to the School 
Board in October. 


The much awaited new gym floor was installed. The 
School District had been saving money in a Capital Reserve 
Fund for several years. School Board Chair Frik Walker made 
the arrangements with the vendor for the installation, and 
school custodian Mathew Hoyt removed the old flooring. The 
beautiful new gymnasium floor was a "big hit" for returning 
staff and students in August. 


AUGUST 


Ms. Margaret Bragg and Ms. Susan Roberts, along with 
fourth grade students and parents, met at school for a summer 
work session on their School Garden Project. The activities 
included weeding, watering and the harvesting of green beans 
and broccoli. In addition, the students baked zucchini 
muffins and took part in a scarecrow building session. 


On Monday, August 22, the entire staff met to "kick-off" 
the new school year. It was decided to begin school with 
the student theme: Winners don't give up; they try again, 
day after day after day; the staff agreed that they need to 
hold that bar of expectation up high and need to encourage 
students to give their best effort.

SEPTEMBER 


There were several changes for the new school year. The 
Kindergarten school. Gay was extended from a half day to a 
full day; this was a result of a School District vote on a 
warrant article at the March meeting. Ms. Bellavance resigned 
her first grade position to teach in Arizona; replacing 
Ms. Bellavance was Ms. Brooke Tessier from Sunapee. 

Ms. Angela Ferland was reassigned from the grade six 
Classroom to teach in the second grade. Mr. Newbern was 
reassigned from the second grade classroom to the Title I 
program; Ms. Dayle Finn retired from teaching in June, 
creating the Title I vacancy. Ms. Finn gave eighteen years 
of service to the Goshen-Lempster School District as a 

sixth grade classroom teacher and a seventh and eighth grade 
Language Arts and Computer Applications instructor. 


Open House was held on the evening of September 29. 
Parents visited with teachers and perused various activities 
that the students were involved with. The Eighth Grade Class 
provided refreshments, and Ms. Goss conducted her very 
popular annual Media Center Book Fair. 


The P.T.C., under the guidance of Ms. Vicky Goss and

Mr. Scranton is one 
of those individuals who takes volunteerism to its highest 
level. 


The Goshen-Lempster Wellness Committee meets regularly 
to promote activities that ensure a healthy life style for 
students and staff. The committee also makes substantial 
contributions to funds which have been set-up to assist 
needy causes.

Through arrangements made by School Board member 
John Scranton, U.S. Congressman Charles Bass and State 
Senator Bob Odell attended a flag raising ceremony at the 
school. Our Student Council, under the direction of 
Ms. Tilton-Wahlert, performed a unique ceremony where the 
meaning for each fold of the flag was explained. Then 
the Student Council members exchanged the old U.S. Flag and 
the New Hampshire State Flag for new flags that were 
provided by Senator Odell and Congressman Bass.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE GOSHEN-LEMPSTER SCHOOL DISTRICT 
FOR FISCAL YEAR JULY 1, 2005- JUNE 30, 2006 
MEETING HELD MARCH 5, 2005 


Polls opened at 3:00pm for ballot voting on articles 1 & 2. Voting was by official ballot and 
checklist. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Michael Shklar was elected 

Article 2. To choose a member of the school board from Goshen for a 5 year term. 
John Scranton was elected 


The business meeting was called to order at 7:05 by the moderator. A moment of silence was held, 
ground rules for conduct and voting were then reviewed. 


Article 3 was read: “To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers chosen, and pass 
any vote relating therto. Article was moved by Tim Whitman, 2™ by David Diehl, article 
passed. 

Article 14 was read: “To.see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate a supplemental 
appropriation of twenty-nine thousand seven hundred seventy six dollars ($29,776.00)for 
unanticipated special education costs for the current school year. The Schoo} board- withdrew 
their recommendation of this article” ~- article was not moved or seconded - stricken from 
consideration. 

Article 4 was read: “to see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
THREE MILLION ONE HUNDRED THIRTY-FIVE THOUSAND SIX HUNDRED FOURTY 
SEVEN DOLLARS ($3,135,647.00) for the support of the school, for the payment of salaries of 
School District officials and agents, and for the payment for the statutory obligations of the 
district. This article does not include appropriations voted in other warrant articles. The school 
board recommends this appropriation. (Majority Vote required). The article was moved by Erik 
Walker, and 2™ by Everett Thurber, Discussion followed- opened by Erik Walker who 
introduced the school board and explained the budget process and changes, Shaun Best asked if 
we are getting value out of the special ed coordinator and why has the amount gone up. It was 
explained it cost went up as part of the salary falls in 1200 account and part in the superintendents 
account, The board is meeting quarterly with the sped coordinator and feels it is beneficial with 
much more work to be done. Scott Goodspeed asked why in the 1100 account under contracted 
services was it budgeted for $20k last year, $13k was expended, why are we budgeting $24k this 
year? It was explained the photocopier is a lease of $7128.00, and also it covers the tech 
support/internet access carrier. We do get a 60% rebate on the internet- but you must budget for 
the entire amount and the rebate shows up in the revenues. Fred Smith asked if there was a $30k 
surplus last year~ why. didn’t it go into the special ed account that was set up a few years ago for 
the surpluses? Everett Thurber asked why there is a psychologist listed with no budget & no 
expenditures? It was explained that position is paid by a grant money. Kevin Onnela questioned 
if you total tuition and divide it by the number of student it is $12443.04 average cost to educate 
our students in-house, tuition is only $9696.38 - should we tuition all students for a savings? Erik 
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explained this is something the board has discussed, but really is not practical and he went on to 
explain how the state figures the cost per student. The board has discussed using this method to 
set their budget, but also feels that will not work properly. 


the moderator then asked for a sense of the meeting on allowing non- voters to speak - passes. 
A non-voter asked why the 1200 account has a $20k increase - it was explained that is due to 
retirements coming up next year. Fred Smith pointed out he feels we are headed towards 
financial ruin without an area agreement. And feels we should move forward with an area 
agreement. The article was then called to vote- article passes. 

Article 5 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to establish a capital reserve under the 
provision of RSA 35;1-b, to be known as the Technology Server Capital Reserve Fund, for the 
purpose of replacing the computer server in the school computer lab. Furthermore, to raise and 
appropriate the sum of SIX THOUSAND DOLLARS ($6000.00) towards this purpose and to 
designate the school board as agents to expend from this fund, The school board recommends 
this appropriation - majority vote required.” The article was moved by Erik Walker, 2" by Tim 
Whitman. Vicky Goss explained the need and purpose of this article. Article called to a vote- 
article passes. 

Article 6 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
TWENTY EIGHT THOUSAND DOLLARS ($28,000.00) to be added to the Goshen-Lempster 
Gym Floor Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The schoo] board recommends this 
appropriation - majority vote required,” The article was moved by Erik Walker, 2" by Bill 
Robinson. Erik Walker made a motion to amend the article to read “ To see if the school district 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of TWENTY THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED 
DOLLARS ($20,800.00) to be added to the Goshen-Lempster Gym Floor Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. And furthermore appoint the board as agents to expend” 2™ by Everett 
Thurber. Fred Smith asked if this meant there was an actual bid to replace the floor? Erik 
explained the extensive research that has been completed and the testing done ( sealed windows, 
redone flashing, sealed walls, moisture tests at different times of year ). That it is hard to 
find a company to warranty a floor with more than 3lbs of water pressure and we have found 3 
co’s that will warranty up to 12lbs. The research has shown that the gym floor is always going to 
be wet, and it is the inner comer that is the wettest with one of the outer corners being the driest. 
He also advised there will be public hearing before they expend the money. The article will 
bring the dollar amount up to the high bid received but there is a good chance we will go with a 
less expensive floor. Explained the 3 different types of floors being looked at. Amendment called 
to a vote - amendment passes, Scott Goodspeed questioned the main motion- last year we put 
money away to seal exterior walls and once we were confident the problem was solved we would 
replace the floor - and now we are not confident we have solved the moisture problem but we are 
replacing the floor. Erik explained last year that was the plan but testing and opinions received 
from a number of people does make us confident we will always have a moisture problem - we 
could keep testing but that will nickel & dime us - this solution is the best we have come up with 
without wasting a lot of additional money on testing. Kevin Onnela asked if anyone has done any 
digging on the outside to check on they hydraulic effects of the moisture draining onto this side? 
Erik advised there hasn’t been any digging done -explained the construction of the building with 
4’ frost walls, not certain nature of the gravel underneath- but then there is a moisture barrier on 
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top of compacted sand and then the 4’ slab. If there is moisture coming up from the bottom it is 
because the moisture barrier is damaged in some way. Erik went on to explain the moisture 
problems were all over the gym and not primarily on the exterior wall. Scott Goodspeed then 
asked if we are throwing $50,000 at the floor instead of $5,000 in testing is there any type of 
warranty. Erik explained the warranty is either 10 or 15 year up to | 2lbs of moisture and that 
they have gotten references on the products being considered. Article called to a vote - article 
passes. 

Article 7 was read: “ To see if the school district will vote to replace the main entrance door to the 
school and to raise and appropriate the sum of SIX THOUSAND ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($6,100.00) for this purpose. The school board recommends this appropriation - Majority vote 
required. The article was moved by Erik Walker, 2™ by Bill Robinson. Erik explained it is a 
necessary repair - was initially inside the budget - but the board put it as a warrant article as they 
Feel Strongly the people should have as much input as possible. The door has been patched 
several times, and it will go out to bid. Bud Newton asked which door is the main entrance? Erik 
explained the door closest to the principals office. Bud then asked if the doors in the original 
school have been tended to. He was advised they have been. Article called to a vote- article 
passes. 

Article 8 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to replace the dishwasher in the schoo! 
cafeteria and raise and appropriate the sum of SEVEN THOUSAND THREE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS ($7,300.00) for the purpose. The school board recommends this appropriation. 
Majority vote required. Article moved by Lilyan Wright, 2" by Carol Whitman. Erik went on to 
explain the dishwasher is 30+ years old and is out of date and on last legs. Again, was originally 
inside the budget and this will also go out to bid. Fred Smith asked if they have a firm quote? 
The number did come from an actual bid in November and we will make this work, Kevin 
Onnela asked if anyone has done the math on what wil! happen to the tax rate if all articles pass? 
Erik advised fair question - but that they have not done that as state revenues are too 
unpredictable, Article called to a vote - article passes. 

Article 9 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
FIFTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($15,000.00) to be added to the Roof Repair Fund previously 
established. The school board recommends this appropriation, Majority vote required. Article 
moved by Brik Walker, 2™ Carol Whitman. Erik explained this is for phase 3 of the 5 phase 
project (middle school wing where the defective Bird Shingles were) Mr Kelsey as if there are 
currently any leaks and what is the status of the roof? No leaks at this time, but it is in poor 
condition. Debby Onnela asked how old is the roof? Was put on in 1989 with the defective Bird 
shingles. Scott Goodspeed asked if the figure should be reduced due the settlement? Erk 
advised it could be if that is the approach the voters want to take. Scott Goodspeed made a 
motion “to amend the article to $9,000.00” 2" by Kevin Onnela. Shaun Best asked if we have an 
estimate for the next 2 phases? John Hopkins advised that it is the boards version of a capital 
improvement plan, we are trying to spread out the costs and not need everything at once. 
Amendment called to a vote - amendment was defeated. Main motion called to a vote - article 
Passes. 

Article 10 was read: “ To see if the schoo! district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($5,000.00) to be added to the School Flooring Fund previously 
established. The school board recommends this appropriation. Majority vote required. Article 
moved by Erik Walker, 2" by Bill Robinson. It was explained this is also capital improvement 
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working for the future to eventually replace cafeteria, hall, and some carpet to be done in the next 
3 or 4 years. We would do 2 rooms of carpets this year. Jean Barrett asked if this money also 
comes under the maintenance portion of the budget. It was explained that all flooring was 
removed from the general fund, Article called to a vote - article passes 

Article 11 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to increase the Kindergarten program 
from half-day to full-day and to raise and appropriate the sum of THIRTY-TWO THOUSAND 
DOLLARS ($32,000.00) for this purpose, Majority Vote required, Article moved by Erik 
Walker, 2"’ Bill Robinson Rachel Tirrell explained the need for this service. Debbie Stevens 
asked how much time kids are spending doing what activities during the day? Rachel explained 
there is some break time, most is academic, and they also go to gym. Debbie asked how many 
times are they redirected to another task. Rachel explained approximately every 20 mins but it 
also depends on their skill level. Went on to explain special ed costs are becoming a serious 
problem and she feels more time will be beneficial to teach them to focus which will help with 
coding down the road. John Scranton checked with 15 different communities in the area all that 
have half day kindergarten and rational to this is where is the family responsibility? Checked the 
proposed schedule and doesn’t see how you are going to get the 5 year olds to nap/rest for the 45 
mins allotted. Also doesn’t understand how their attention span will be dealt with.. He also went 
on to state he thinks money is way down in the factors for whether this should be approved or 
defeated, but in some cases feels that % day kindergarten is more than some 5 year old can 
handle. Mark Beaudry commented that where the family is during the day is at work. An 
unidentified parent of a 1" grader advised he child couldn’t come to kindergarten due to logistics 
Kevin Onnela asked what happened to the parents paying for their children. There are many 
elderly in town on a fixed income - its time for us as parents to stand up and take care of our own. 
Tim Whitman asked what is going to happen with busing. Erik Walker advised the district is not 
required to provide transportation for kindergarten - if there is room on the bus we will allow it- 
but he would urge parents not to take advantage of the buses as some of the bus rides are out at an 
hour and that is not appropriate for a.5 year old. Rachel Tirrell confirmed the 45 min rest period 
doesn’t mean napping may just be a cool down time. Erik Walker called the question. Mr 
Fabrycki 2". Motion passed to stop debate. Article called to a vote - voice count too close - 
asked for a raise of hands 47 yes, 38 no - motion passes. 

Article 12 was read: “To see if the school district will vote to establish a capital reserve fund under 
the provision of RSA 35:1]-b, to be known as the Goshen-Lempster Leach Field Capital Reserve 
Fund, for the purpose of replacing the leach field at the school. Furthermore, to raise and 
appropriate the sum of TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($10,000.00) to be placed in this fund and 
to designate the school board as agents to expend from this fund. The schoo! board recommends 
this appropriation - majority vote required, Article moved by Erik Walker, 2™ by Bill Robinson. 
John Hopkins explained last summer he noticed a very excited growth of lush green glass on the 
leach field- has seen this many times and it is an indication of some kind of trouble. The best 
guess is the system is 25 years old - Want to start this fund to plan ahead for trouble with the 
leach field « instead af being caught with $20,000 or more on short notice. Dan Peterson asked 
how long into the future are we planning? Advised it hasn’t been priced out- hopes it will! last a 
while- so we can get bids and come back to the district next year with hard facts - this number has 
just been pulled out of the air. Shaun Best commented on lots of large expenditures this year - 
made a motion to amend the amount to $5000.00, 2™ by Scott Goodspeed. Vote on Amendment 
32 against the amendment, 25 for the amendment. Kevin Curt Onnela spoke as a licensed

installer that last year was a wet year - is this the 1" sign of problem? John Hopkins advised he 
looked at this in August and that it is in an area where the water comes in - the pumps have been 
replaced and there is missing vent cover in that area. Fred Smith asked if we knew what type of 
field it is - is it Stone & Pipe? John Hopkins doesn’t know but suspects for the timing it is stone 
& pipe. Fred advised if it is stone & pipe it can be inspected, John agreed we could go down the 
missing vent to test, Kevin Onnela advised a vent is put on a septic system so pressure doesn’t 
build up and it lets the air out when you flush the toilet. IF that vent is missing you know have a 
4” hole that water is running into that is why it is above ground with a pump on it to keep the 
water out of it - dissipation is 30% of the septic system and evaporation is 70% so you are bound 
to have green grass and feels we are barking up the wrong tree. John explained his experience is 
6 or 8” below so you don’t see the grass getting that green until the water rises in the pipes and 
comes up into the overburden. Fred Smith wanted clarity as agents to expends- that means they 
can expend the moncy as they wish. Erik Walker advised that we would still have a public 
hearing as it is practice of the board even if it isn’t required. Mr Richards asked if without this 
wording- if the system fails can they expend the money? No they can not. Jean Barrett made a 
motion to amend the article to “not designate the board as agents to expend” 2™ Mr Barrett . 
Amendment called to a vote - amendment fails. Back to main motion Lilyan Wright called the 
question, 2" by Erik Walker - all in favor of ceasing debate ~ Article was called to a vote by 
show of hands - 49 for, motion passes. 

Article 13 was read; “to see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of FIVE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS ($5,000.00) to be added to the Goshen-Lempster Capital reserve for 
boiler Replacement fund previously established. The schoo! board recommends this 
appropriation. Majority Vote required. Article moved by Tim Whitman, 2™ by Lilyan Wright. 

John Hopkins explained we spend $16,000 on gas and only $5,000 on oil - the boiler is 13 years 
old and very inefficient. This is again a long range plan to replace the boilers on the gym roof. 
Dan Peterson asked if al! of the existing piping would need to be replaced? John advised we 
could use the existing duct work. Article called to a vote - article passes. 


The moderator wished Bill Robinson good -luck. Bill then addressed the voters and advised what an 
honor and privilege it has been to serve on the board - explained he is moving due to job 
responsibility. 


John Hopkins spoke on behalf of the board for Erik Walker who is a retiring member and thanking 
him for all he has done for the board and never seeking credit for his work. After the speech Erik 
received a standing ovation. 


Moderator asked for any other business that may lawfully come before the meeting - none heard 
Fred Smith made a motion to adjourn, 2™ by Harold Whiting. Motion to adjourn was accepted and 
meeting adjourned 8:55pm.
